Talk on Herbs of Interest 
To Garden Cluh Members © 


The Garden club held its first 
fall meeting Monday evening at 
the Alexander hall. The guest 
speaker of the evening, Mrs. Edith 
Williams of Williamsburg, was in- 
troduced by Walter Bailey of the 
program committee. Mr. and Mrs. 
Williams operate the Village Hill 
Nursery in Williamsburg. She 
spoke on the topic, “It’s Fun to 
Grow Herbs,” and had on display 
many potted herbs. 

Mrs. Williams has studied herbs 
for many years and told of their 
use since the days of the Romans 
and the early monasteries in Eu- 
repe. She advised small kitchen 
herb gardens where five or six 
herbs could be grown for use in 
cooking. 

“Most herbs should be used in 
food only to blend the flavor so 
that the food rather than the herb 
is tasted,” said Mrs. Williams. ‘‘Al- 
though herbs are used for medicin- 
al purposes, she continued, they 
should not be used in the home in 
this way without physician’s ad- 
vice, 

Some of the herbs Mrs. Williams 
grows and sells and recommends 
for use are winter savory, sage, 
thyme, rosemary, oregano, marjor- 
am, spearment, lemon balm, ter- 
regon, chives, burnett, parsley, 
anise, basil, caraway, chervil, dill, 
sweet fennel, boneset, tansy and 
pennyroyal, plus many more unus- 
ual ones. 

Grown for seeds are corriander, 
mustard and poppy and there is 
another group grower mainly for 
scent or aroma. She recommended 
a government bulletin, ‘Savory 
Herbs” which may be purchased 
for five cents. 

She dries herbs in an electric 
oven at 200° temperature for 20 


‘minutes or until dry. All were in- 


terested in her talk.
